1 have
never tried it, but 1 inagine that the result
would he such a collection of dirt as would
at once discourage the practice. It Is true
that there 1s a slight rubbing friction in a
ball bearing of one ball sgainst the next,
as their surfaces run in opposite directions,
but the pressure between them is so slight
that wearing or culting Is not likely to oc-
cur when no oil ig nsed. I prefer to run
my ball bearings dry.

Eggs That Cosi Money.

The California eondor—a bird with a
sweep of wing ten feet from tip (o tip, and
the largest bird of Sight In the world, oot
excepling the great Andes condor—is a spe-
cies of much interest to oologists from the
extreme rarity and vulue of Its eggs. This
condor Is becoming extinet, like the great
auk: and, as if it bad a forecast of its im-
pending doom, it resorts to the most pre-
cipitous mountain, where, on s0me Craggy
and perhaps inaccessible steep, it deposits
its single egg of pale, greeniash blue in a
cave. But seven eggs are known in collec-
tions, anid the value of one (considering the
probability of the great bird's early extine-
glon) {2 very great. More than $1,500 has
been paid for a single egg of the great auk,
of which there are sixty-elght eggs In ex-
Istence. America can clalm two—one at
Vassar College and one at the Academy of
Natural Sciences in Philadelphia. The lat-
ter collection held for many years among
the raritles an egg of the Californta condor,
but it mystericusly disappeared a few vears
ago, and it is supposed some sclentific
kleptomaniac thought it o sin to transfer
the treasure to his own collection, where
he is holding it for & rise in price.
